We fthonld say that tho virtue in 
Mi«ift, so far as tlur** is virtue in it— 
in ! wo have met with it in kouio of tho 
ir.i ani st as well as s*;me of the noblest 
of mankind—lay in the devclnpiaont 
which the pra< tin* must give tf. tho 
power of sell eontrol. 
Theie nro 
any 
higher occasions for the oxerci.v*-' oi that 
high quality, hut there are uoneN exn pt 
in tho rase of ill tempered men, svhieh 
recur so frequently. All men naturally 
liko to speud, and to he thrifty th>- re­ 
solve not to spend whenever expendi­ 
ture is avoidable must he acted on 
times a week and will in a short time 
exercise a perceptible influence on the 
character. The man learns to resist mo­ 
mentary temptation and becomes there­ 
fore a stronger mau, just as a white 
man becomes more enduriug l'rom the 
constant wearing of clot lies. The weight 
of clothes is seldom great, but the per­ 
petual habit of carrying tin-m almost 
imperceptibly strengthens the muscles, 
Tho thrifty man is moro master of him­ 
self tliau the extravagant man and in 
self mastery is one most fertile seed of 
virtue. 


But thrift in itself is not virtue any 
more than a plow is agriculture or 
mathematics accuracy of thought. 
The 
best test of this is that a Christian 
teacher who in Eugland would incul 
cato 
thrift would 
in many another 
country be compelled to condemn it ns 
of all qualities the one which most in 
terfered with freedom of*tho spirit 
Now a virtue which is a real virtue and 
not merely au expedient practice must 
bo ns independent of national manners 
as of geography. No doubi in Knglaud 
tho use of carefulness needs to be incul 
cated, the typical Knglishman, if ho 
wants sparrows, being ready to shy at 
them with half crowns, but it should bo 
taught as arithmetic is taught, not 
praised as a Christian virtao.—London 
Spectator.

15ow Leg.s, our expert tracker, for­ 
merly a “ puny expre.s«” rider, rode in 
lulvunee at a jog trut over bard ground 
and at a gallop acro.ss the frequent sand 
I traet.s, all the time leaning forward, 
i w ith his face beside his pony’s neck 
and his eyes following the prints of the 
shoes of the shod loiises. 
And .so ab(jut 
I noon he led us up to the high land 
which formed tiio divide between the 
Platte and Cmw creek. 
The chiy was 
clear, hot and fortiuiately devoid of that 
haze or m irage whieh so often prevailH 
iu that region. 


“ Now, boss,” said Bow' Legs, “ get 
out your glass and take a squint down 
across 'bout 15 or ¿0 miles ahead.

As onr Indians w e » going north we 
were confldeut they >vonld camp on 
Crow oreok, and wo jogged easily after 
them. 
They evidently hud uo fear of 
pnrsnit, as tht^y were traveling iu a 
equad aud going leisurely. In fact, such 
isolated outrages as tho one they had 
just committed usually weut unpunish­ 
ed iu tho.se days, and they probably 
thought their crime w’ould uot soon bo 
discovered, as they had assrailcd the 
Bosamonds ou an old trail that was lit­ 
tle u.sed. 


At. -1 o'clock th a t afternoon we were 
cautiously trailing 
w ithin a canyon 
W’iiich led through the breaks or biull's 
south ot ('row cret'k valh'y. 
After W'e 
had ridden for sono'two hours down tho 
arroyo, wliich deepein>d 
and 
became 
(juite rough as we advanced. Bow Legs 
la’ttuounced tho trail very fresh. At last 
he halted just as he was ou the turn of 
a sharp corner and motioned for us to 
gallop up. 


As we Jr.ined him ho gave a wild yell 
and dashed the .spurs into his horse’s 
iKiuk.s. 
Following close iu his wake, I 
hud the valley of Crow creek burst sud­ 
denly upon niy view, and I .saw that tho 
ludians had picketed their ponies and 
pitched a couple of teepees on the banks 
of the stream, souie 300 yards away, 
iistraight at their camp wo charged. 


When 1 llrst .saw them they were 
scattering in u dash for their ponies. 
We dug spurs into our anim als and tlew 
at them like roeket.s. Each of us carried 
a revolver and a winche.^Jter carbiue 
w ith IT) shots iu its magazine. 


The evident consternatiuu of tho In ­ 
dians and their ru.sh for their horses 
took all notion of fear out of us. 
We 
w ent straight for ihem aud began firing 
beftire half of them had cut their ponies 
loose ami mounted them. 
Those who 
first reached their beasts sla.shed the 
picket roiKi.s. mounted bareback and gal- 
lojied down the creek a t their best pace, 
iiome of the other.s, however, were too 
lute, anti we w« ro fjtirly upon a half 
do/.en of them when they had uo more 
than got to their hor.ses. 


It was not u light, but a rout, for tho 
Indians thought only of escape, and 
nine of them succeeded in getting away. 
Wo did uot folhiW them, for our ponies 
wero worn w ith travel, aud it seemed 
better that 31 rs. Kosamond should bo 
taken to her sculped husband as soou as 
possible. 


She was unharm ed and hud been u n ­ 
bound iu one of the teepees when our 
firing began. 
Now she camo hurrying 
toward us. I shall never forget the poor 
w o u u iu ’h wonder when wo told her that 
her husbuud was alive. 


“ W’hy, 1 .saw them .” And she shud­ 
dered and put her htuulsupus if to hide 
tho horrible nu>mory from her eyes. 


“ Ves, they d id ,” I said, 
“ liut he 
W’ill live and be just as well us ever.” 
The expression of joy ou her face was 
beuutiful to st!e. 


Besides recovering Kosamoud’s horses 
wo captured sev»‘H pouiejj, three Spring­ 
field carbines, out* winchester aud five 
good saddles. 


After u few hours of rest %ve stit out 
for the ranch, which wo reached about 
10 o’clock tho next morning. Wo found 
Ho.samond in a high fever und dunger 
ously ill. 
liut, thanks to his w ife’s 
nursing, he finally recovered, and for 
two years afterwartl the couple cooketl 
for us at the ranch, which always seemed 
to mo a m»).‘^t pn).<aic occupation forijeo- 
plew ho ha«l come through an adventure 
so

abed fur a two hor.<e wagon. The stores 
in tiie gracing regions exchanged goods 
and wares for them, fixing a ridiculous­ 
ly low scale of prices for tlio live stock, 
payable iu goods, etc., troni tho store.

Potatoeii und Puiut, 


A curious dish, potatoes and point, 
was said to be only too eonimon among 
the poverty stricken iniiabitantH of west­ 
ern Ireland, who use, according to one 
explanatory legend, to place a salt her­ 
ring in the center of the table and point 
their “ praties” at it in order to get tiie 
flavor', according to another authority, 
salt, in tho days when there was a 
heavy duty upon it, took tlie place ol 
the salt fish. 
The dish is mentioned in 
the “ Memoirs of Captain lioek, ” p rin t­ 
ed in 1BS4; “ W hen there is but a small 
portion of salt left, the potato, instead 
of being dipped into it by the guests, is 
merely, as a sort of indulgence to the 
fancy, pointed at it, ” R. Anderson, in 
one of bis Cumberland ballads, says;
